COWHERD MEN TIMID 











Bookmakers Regard Folk as 
Winner, but Not. in 
St. Louis. 





After carefully analyzing the Post- 


Dispatch’s poll of the State in the con- 


test for Governor, St. Louis betting 
authorities have decided that W. S8. 
Cowherd, Democratic nominee, ought 
not to be a two to one favorite. 

In fact the demand on the ‘“‘bookies’’ 
at these odds has been so great that the 
best price now quoted is 5 to 3 that Her- 
bert S. Hadley, the Republican candi- 
date, will be defeated. 

More Hadley money is coming out all 
the time, and within the next few days 
even money may be wagered that he 
will win. 

An indication of the way Cowherd 
propositions are being taken was shown 
at Democratic headquarters in _ the 
Southern Hotel Building Friday. 

John P. Gordon, Democratic candidate 
for State Auditor, just returned from a 
campaign trip predicted that W. 5S. 
Cowherd would carry Missouri by at 
least 20,000 majority. 

Gordon’s Proposition Is Called. 

“T wish there was some Republican to 
make a bet on his favorite,’’ added 
Gordon. “You can’t find the Hadley 
bettors with a fine toothcomb.”’ 

In ten minutes Gordon’s proposition 
was covered. A telephone message to 
Republican headquarters brought Coun- 
cilman Al Thompson with $400. 

Gordoh, however, only wanted to bet 
$40. 

' “T'll take all. you can get me of that,”’ 
said Thompson. 

Probably $5000 has been. bet in St. 
Louis since Oct. 15 on the result of the 
election for Governor.” — 

Cowherd Mer Less Confident. 

According to Fred Johnson, a former 
bookmaker at the Union Jockey Club, 
the Cowherd men are less enthusiastic 
than’ they were ten days ago. 

“We haven't any doubt,” said John- 
son, “that Bryan will carry Missouri. 
“Our odds on that proposition are seven 
to one, but we don’t like the way things 
are turning in the State election. It is 
beginning to look in Missouri, just as 
it does in Ohio, New York and Indi- 
ana, where the Democratic gubernato- 
rial candidates will win, while Taft will 
surely carry all three states. 

Afraid of Stone End. 

“In Missouri, Bryan we figure to win 
by 25,000. If St. Louis, St. Louis County 
and other places, considered strong Re- 
publican, give a landslide for Hadley, 
the present odds may be twisted. 

“As regards the Stone-Folk contest 
for the Democratic nomination for Unit- 
ed States Senator, I am not handling 
the Stone end at all. 

“Of course I might take a little Folk 
money at 2 to 1, but even that, I think, 
would be dangerous. 

“Billy Hagerman’'s proposition to bet 
$600 to $1000 that Stone will be elected 
has been taken, I understand, and the 
takers are looking for more. 

“Everything points to a Folk victory, 
although we are offering even money 
that he loses St. Louis by over 7500 
votes.”’ 

There has not been a great deal of 
betting in St. Louis on the outcome of 
New York or other states, elections, out- 
side of Missouri, but plenty of wagers 
have been miade at one to four that 
Bryan will be elected. At least. $50,000 1s 
up on the presidential race in St. Louis. 

Chanler Favorite in New York. 

Dispatches from New York say that 
$50,000 to $40,000 has been bet that Chan- 
ler, Democrat, will defeat Hughes, Re- 
publican, for Governor of New York. 

The bet was not made in the Ex- 
change, but the Hughes end was taken 
by one of the biggest traders. It fs 
probable it represents the pooling of a 
syndicate. 

The big bet is at the generally pre- 
valling rate, whether the speculation is 
in small or large volume. One bet of 
$1000 on Chanler against $800 on Hughes 
was reported from Brooklyn. In one 
of the large cafes near the City Hall 
(New York) there is a pool of $20,000, of 
which anyone may have a portion ai 
even money. This is only being nibbled 
at, as men with means can do better by 
seeking individual enthusiasts whosc 
judgment is contrary to thelr own. 
There is practically no betting on Bryan 


or Taft.

Louis to Keokuk. One of his engineers 
is now in Keokuk. 
Plans Under Way, It Is Said. 

Well-posted electricians in St. Louis 
say plans undoubtedly are under way 
for the transmission of current from the 
proposed Keokuk plant to St. Louis. 

A dam is to be thrown across the Mis- 
sissip! River in the rapids at\Keokuk to 
harness the great power that is now 
going to waste. It fs probable that a 
200,000-kilowatt plant will be erected in 
the beginning, and increased as mar- 
kets can be found for electricity. The 
maximum capacity of the Union Electric 
plants in St. Louis is now less than 
50,000 kilowatts. 

Could Be Transmitted Cheaply. 

Electricity. generated by water power 
at Keokuk can be trnsmitted by cables 
to St. Louis cheaper than it can be 
manufactured here. If Union Blectric 
enters into a contract with the engi- 
neers to buy its current from the Kee- 
kuk plant, it means the abandonment 
of practically all of the costly plants 
in St.. Louis. Keokuk is 178 miles from 
St. Louis, but by the use of modern ap- 
pliances electricity can be transmitted 
that distance without very great loss. 

If the plans said to be under way are 
carried out, St. Louls consumers ought 
to be able to get their electricity cheaper 
than they are now buying it. 

Arthur Williams, the new general 
manager of the Union Electric, is not 
in the city. He has been in the Eas: 
for some time, it is said, with John 1. 
Beggs. 

Helds Conferences Here. 

Powelson is a guest at the Jefferson 
Hotel. While he insists that his visit 
is purely for pleasure, yet it is known 
that he has been in frequent conference 
with Union Electric people relative to 
his Keokuk plant. 

Cooper, with whom Powelson assocliat- 
ed himself after retiring from the presi- 
dency of the Union Electric, is one of 
the leading hydraulic engineers in the 
country, and owns the Government 
franchise to build the dam in the Mis- 
sissippi rapids at Keokuk. Iowa cities, 
including Davenport, Dubuque and Des 
Moines, as well as many Illinois towns 
with big manufacturing industries, are 
to be supplied from the plant. Persons 
who are in a position to know say the 
plant will be ready for operation withi 
two years.

FACTORY GIRL 
CAUSE OF EVILS 


Many Thousand Employes in 
Illinois Receive Less Than 
$248 Per Year. 


WOMAN URGES REFORM 


@Queeesss 











National President of League 
Tells Clubwomen of Need- 
ed Legislation. 





Low wages paid to the girls who werk 
in factories make schools and homes for 
delinquent girls a-neeessity and are 
keeping those institutions full, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Raymond Robins, president 
of the National. Women’s Trade Union 
League, who delivered an address be- 
fore the Illinois Federation of Women's 
Clubs in East St. Louis Friday. 

The purpose of the organization 
which Mrs. Robins heads is to bring 
girls together for the purpose of de- 
manding higher pay for their work and 
of giving each other protection from 
insults by the men over them as em- 
ployers, superintendents or foremen. 
The league is indorsed by the Federa- 
tion. 

“Many thousands of women are paid 
less than $248 a year, which is the aver- 
age wages of women in Illinois,” said 
Mrs. Robins. “It is no wonder that so 
many schools and homes for delin- 
quent girls are needed when that is 
true. 


Women Work Cheaper Than Men. 


“Women underbid men, and work 
against their own interests in doing 80. 
Employment agencies are filling the pa- 
pers with advertisements inducing girls 
to come from the country to the city. 
They are untutored and in a strange 
environment they soon have to under- 
bid men in the struggle to exist. 

‘‘There is no law in Illinois for the pro- 
tection of the woman factory worker. 
She may work 24 hours at a stretch if 
her employer demands it. Men have 
forged ahead in the matter of obtaining 
laws for their protection; women have 
not. 

New conditions have arisen in the last 
few years and this new condition of 
women has not yet been met by the 
needed legislation. 

“There are 15,000 hungry school chil- 
dren in Chicago. That is because so 
many women have to go out as wage 
earners. Woman's place is to care for 
the child life. No man can take that 
duty off her hands. It is high time 
women were regaining their control of 
social conditions. 

Wages Too Low to Support Girls. 

‘The present state of economics is re- 
sponsible for the ruin of uncounted 
thousands of girls. We know what it 
means for a girl to have to work In a 
city for $248 or less a year. We know

Leagee Showed Its Power. 


“The first girl was insulted by her 
foreman,”’ said Mrs. Robins, “and when 
she complained to her employer he told 
her she might leave if she didn’t like 
the way she was treated. The other, in 
a factory across the street, where the 
90 girl employes were members of the 
league, were similarly insulted. - 

“She went to the local president of the 
league and the president demanded that 
the foreman make a public apology. He 
laughed. Then the girls quit work and 
held a meeting. They voted that the 
foreman must do as the president or- 
dered. Again he laughed and the giris, 
without more ado, went on strike. 


Factory Girl Makes Speech, 
Two factory girls, brought from Chi- 
cago by Mrs. Robins, were introduced 
by her to the convention. They were 
Miss Mary Anderson and Miss Mary 
MelInerny.

Several.of the leading brokers in New 
York had invested heavily in the stock 
and many shares had'also been sold in 
the West and South. When the slump 
came all the investors said they had 
bought because they believed the Har- 
riman intérests were behind the North 
Butte Hxtension Copper Mining Co. 

They pointed to thé fatt that Mr. Van 
Brunt, a trusted Harriman adviser, was 
head of the company, and that” other 
Harriman men were heavy stockholders. 
They. told of circulars sent out. from 
brokers’ offices saying that “Prominent 
railroad interests are back of this prop- 

' erty with a determination to make it a 

/ gsuccess.”’ 

- | Broker Was Mistaken. 

E. M. Buchanan, one of the brokers, 
whose offices issued such circulars in 
selling the mining stock, said that the 
advertisements were written in the min- 
ing company’s offices. He believed that 
Harriman was back of the company, al- 
though Mr. Van Brunt had never men- 
tioned Harriman’s name to him. 

The heavy slump in the stock is said 
to have been due to the great expense 
of mining copper.

Harvard Professor of Economics 
Says It Is Against Interest 


of Society. 
BOSTON, Oct. 23.—Thomas Nixon Car- 





ver, professor of economics at Harvard 


University, and one of the most able 
writers on economic subjects of the day, 
in a newspaper article, printed today, 
says it is not in the interest of society 
or the laboring classes that men who 
cannot earn $15 a week should try to 
marry and bring up a family, in a place 
like Boston. 

When ‘persons who cannot earn $15 
a week bring children into the world 
the chances are that the children will 
be like them, according to the pro- 
fessor. 

There will just be a large supply of 
unskilled laborers to crowd the market, 
he says, and make conditions worse for 
the superior laborers. He advocates the 
adjustment of the labor question and 
the exclusion of the ever-increasing 
stream of unskilled foreign laborers. 

That the standard of living among the 
less skilled laborers should be raised, is 
the belief of Prof. Carver, but he also 
adds that, under existing laws, such 
reform would be almost impossible. 

As long as we allow unrestricted im- 
migration to overcrowd the labor mar- 
ket, says Prof. Carver, it will be futile 
to try to alleviate poverty or improve 
conditions.

Men Who Hanged Lawyer, Cause 
Executive to Employ Heavy 


Personal Guard. 

UNION CITY, Tenn., Oct. 23.—Gov. 
Patterson, surrounded by a personal 
guard of 25 men, today is in charge of 
the encampment ‘of State troops at 
Haniburg, and will personally lead the 
hunt for the men who hanged Capt. 
Quentin Rankin at Reelfoot Lake. 

Detachments of troops are scouring 
the counties of Tennessee and even go- 
ing across the line into Kentucky, and 
rewards amounting to $20,000 are now 


offered for the capture of the lynch- 
ers, dead or alive. 

The State troops maintain two lines 
of sentinels about their camp at Hani- 
burg, following the posting of notices 
that if Gov. Patterson did not discon- 
tinue his hunt for Rankin’s assassins 
he himself would be kidnaped. 

The men who killed Rankin are be- 
lieved to be the most desperate char- 
acters, and it is not though improbable 
that they will present an armed front 
to the soldiers.

Wants Another Popular Vote 
on Seven-Fares-for-Quar- 
ter Proposition. 





CLEVKLAND, O., Oct. 23—As a re- 
sult of the meeting of the directors of 
the Cleveland Railway Co., Secretary 
Davies made a formal demand today cn 
President Dupont of the Municipal Trac- 
tion Co. that all city traction lines be at 
once turned over to the Cleveland Rail- 
way Co. for operation. 

This action is the result of the refer- 
erdum election yesterday, in which the 
Security street railway franchise under 
which the Municipal Traction Co. sought 
to continue operating the trolley system 
with three-cent fares, was defeated.” 

The defeat of the franchise was doubt- 


less brought about by what was held to 
be the inadequate and unsatisfactory 
service rendered by the Municipal Trac- 
tion Co. on a 3c fare basis. 

The rate of fare to be charged by the 
Cleveland Railway Co. will not be an- 
nounced until after a meeting of the 
directors, 


« Johnson Explains Defeat. 


In reply to sthe demand of the Cleve- 
land Railway Co., Mr. Dupont of the 
Municipal said: 
~“T cannot take action on your de- 
mand until ordered to do so by the dl- 
rectors of the Municipal Traction Co.’ 

Following the defeat yesterday of the 
franchise under which he has been op- 
erating the street car system of Cleve- 
land, Mayor Tom IL. Johnson today is- 
sued the following statement: 

“IT am in favor of a new security grant 
stipulating seven tickets for a quarter. 
That plan would enable us to keep on 
giving the 3-cent fare. 

‘The initiative should be taken by 
the directors of the Cleveland Railway 


“The six-for-a-quarter provision in the 
security grant was what defeated us. 
At the time of the settlement the Mu- 
nicipal Traction Co. advocated a seven- 
for-a-quarter rate In the grant, but we 
could not get the other side to consent 
to it. 


Wants an Investigation. 


‘T am sure the people would be glad 
to grant a new security franchise at 
the seven-for-a-quarter rate. 

“The election results will be investi- 
gated. I have been informed.two thou- 
sand votes ca.t in machine precincts 
were not counted last night. This must 
be cleared up. I expect to call for a 
recount if it is found that the result 
is doubtful.

Johnson Wants Peace. 


“I do not wish to say now just how 
we will resume the war for 3-cent fare 
by taking over the Cleveland Electric 
lines when their franchise expire and 
adding them to original 3-cent lines. 

“I do not want war. We should have 
peace, and the best way to secure it is 
to negotiate for a new security grant 
acceptable to the people and a new 
lease. 

“The Municipal Traction Co. will con- 
tinue operating the lines until com- 
pelled to give them up. We expect to 
keep the 8-cent fare in effect just as 
long as possible. 

Under the defeated franchise Mayor 
Johnson, through the Municipal Traction 
Co., has been for five months operating 
the entire Cleveland traction system, in- 
cluding his original 8-cent lines and the 
property of the Cleveland Electric Rail- 
way Co. 

The Cleveland Railway Co. was or- 
ganized to hold the combined properties 
and leased them to the Municipal Trac- 
tion Co. Some attorneys now claim 
that, with the failure ef the security 
grant, the Cleveland Railway Co. cap 
legally take over the combined proper- 
ties and operate them under former 
franchise grants.

William Purcell, a tinner living in 


Kirkwood, after shooting to death Hen- 
ry-Arnold, a negro, known as the “bad 
man of St. Louis €ounty,” was’ pre- 
yented from surrendering f® officers in 
Clayton by. the large crowd of his 
friends surrounding him as he stepped 
from the car in Clayton. 

They shook-his hand and insisted on 
buying him drinks and otherwise en- | 
tertaining him. After leaving the crowd 
Purcell surrendered, and was placed in 
Jail. He was exonerated by Coroner 
Bracy, who said there were no wit- 
nesses to the shooting. A verdict of 
justifiable homicide was returned by the 


Coroner. 

There is much talk among Purcell’s 
friends and those who have known Ar- 
nold «f taking up a subscription to buy 
wu gold medal for Purcell because of 
his act. 

Negro a Politician. 

Arnold was a negro politician. He 
was considered a bad man. He is said 
to have threatened the lives of several 
white men. He had had trouble with 
Purcell. When they met Thursday aft- 
ernoon in front of a saloon at Holmes 
avenue and Big Bend road, near Clay- 
ton, Purcell says Arnold, who was in 
wagon, shouted to him: 

“Now, I’ve got you. Don’t you move 
a muscle.” 

Arnold then reached into the bed of 
the wagon and drew out a shotgun. 
Purcel:t drew his revolver and fired. Ar- 
nold toppled from the wagon, dead. Pur- 
cell went to Kirkwood, but could not 
find an officer. He then returned to 
Clayton. 

Marshal Lon Kinyon of Kirkwood says 
it has long been talked’ in Kirkwood 
that any man who Killed Arnold 
should be given a medal, and since the 
killing had been done, he had heard sev- 
eral persons talk of starting a sub- 
scription to buy Purcell the medal, 

Arnold in Many Affrays, 

Arnold has been arrested in the coun- 
ty many times. Two weeks ago he 
was arrested in connection with a cur- 
ting affray in which Zeke Walker, a 
|negro, was Stabbed to death, and Will 
Walker, his father, badly wounded. At 
the time Arnold was killed he was un- 
der an $800 bond. 

Arnold was one of four negroes who 
have given the county authorities much 
trouble in the past 10 years. Henry 
Smallwood, another of the crowd, was 
killed by Henry Robinson a year ago. 
Zeke Walker was another. Arthur

And he dashed from the house,’ 1103A 
North Compton avenue, as the young 
woman fell in a swoon. For four weeks 
she was ill, and for days at the point 
of death. On her recovery she wrote 
to the Jacksonville wife, and the twe 
women have now joined to seek and to 
punish Curtis. A warrant for his ar- 
rest, charging bigamy, has been issued. 

Married at Girard, Ill. 

Ethel De Lancey went to Girard, IIl., 
Sept. 17 last, with Curtis, and they were 
married there by the Rev. John A. 
Albert, who had accompanied them from 
St. Louis. They returned to the city at 
once and went to the Compton avenue 
home of the bride, where Curtis had 
been boarding for several months. 

On the afternoon of Sept. 19, a young 
woman, who refused to give her name, 
called at the house and told Mrs. Curtis 
of her husband's former wife at Jack- 
sonville. 

‘“‘He was paying attention to me,”’ the 
woman said, “and promised to marry 
me as soon as he got a divorce: He 
hasn’t got a divorce, but he’s gone and 
end I’m telling you this 
because of they way he’s treated me. 
You can find out all about it by writing 
to the County Clerk at Jacksonville, and 
getting the marriage record.’’ 

Wanted No. 2 to Join Him. 

After the wife’s accusation and the 
man’s flight, letters began to come to 
the house from Chicago. Young Mrs. 
Curtis was too sick to read them, brt 
others in the family read them. They 
contained pleas that she should join him 
in Chicago, where he said no one would 
know of his past troubles. j 

As soon as she partially recovered, 
Mrs. Curtis declared that she would 
never speak to Curtis again, and that 
she would prosecute him if he could be 
captured.

DROUTH THREATENS 10 CLOSE 
SOUTHERN ILLINOIS COAL MINES 


They Are Drafving From Railroad 
Reservoirs Not Any Too 
Well Stocked. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 23.—Unless there isa 
rainfall soon in:+the southern part of 
Illinois, the coal mines wil] have to 
shut down for want of water for mak- 
ing ‘steam and for operaJng their coal 
washing machinery, according to coal 
traffic officials of the Burlington, the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois, and Illinois 
Central roads. 

Scarcely any rain has fallen in Frank- 
lin and Williamson eounties, where most 
of the coal mines are located since last 
May, they say, and many of the mines 
already have been forced co shut down. 

Others are hauling water to the mines 
long distances and borrowing from the 
supply kept by the railroads in reser. 
voirs all along their lines for eiigine 
tanks. : 

“The railroad is willing to share its 
supply of water with the mine operators 
as long as possible,”’ said W. A, Hol- 
ley, im charge of the coal traffic depart- 
ment of the Burlington, yesterday, ‘‘be- 
cause in that region the coal business is 
about all we have to handle, and if 
there is no coal, we will have no use 
for the water.”

Mr. Roosevelt’s letter to Senator Knox is a 
curious example of that inconsequence of thought 
which often appears to be his special mental in- 
firmity.

Baseball Men Must Be Able to Close 


Their Ears to 


Any Insulting 


Remarks,

HE best baseball players are those who never listen to remarks from their 
opponents, That is one of the first tests to which’ a green player is subject- 
ed. About the first time he plays in a professional game some opposing 


player with a wagging mouth will male it a point to see if the youngster can 
be rattled by what they call “kidding.’”” If the youngster takes the remarks se- 
riously, he is due for a tough time among the professionals. 


However these “kidding’’ remarks 


are bad for the’ game and when they 
Can beabolished campletely, there will 


be fewer rowdy demonstrations on the 
diamond. Such things belong to the old 
school of baseball and in a few more 
years they probably will disappear. 
Until they do disappear, the game will 
never be as high in sportsmanship as 
it should be. 

Mut such tactics for winning ball 
games are still used by every big 
league team and they have been the 
cause of much trouble. Of course such 
methods are hidden as much as possible 
from the spectators or they would long 
since have hurt the game _ seriously. 
These remarks are spoken in an under- 
tone not audible to the fans who sit in 
the grandstand. If it were possible for 
some of the lovers of the game to be 
out on the field or on the players’ 
bench through one of these games, they 
might be given a surprise that would 
lower the game in their estimation. 

We often hear of players being spiked 
{nm games and we can even see this, 
but the public is led to believe that it 
Was all an accident. Many cases of 
spiking are deMberately planned, but it 
is hard to collect evidence 





and the) 


players would rather keep still on the 
matter than let the public know of it. 


It will be rerhembered that Hobe Fer- 
ris was out of the Cleveland series at 
Sportsman’s Park at the wind up of the 
season. Everybody knew it ‘wag be- 
cause he had been spiked in the Detroit 
series only the day or two before, but 
very few knew that the spiking was 
the result of % little personal affair be- 
tween Hobe and Ty Cobb. Hobe had 
“kidded”’ Cobb in the previous series 
when Detroit was playing in St. Louis. 
Cobb is a hot-blooded Southerner and 
every remark is serious with him. Hobe 
meant nothing in his remarks except to 
get the young speed marvel rattled so 
he wouldn’t play his best game. Cobb 
looked at it differently and threatened 
revenge. 

He got revenge when the Browns 
went to Detroit. Cobb got to second 
base and without a cause stole third 
base when the next ball was thrown. 
To all appearances he stole with the 
deliberate intention of spiking Ferris 
and he did a finish job of it, too. He 
slid into him feet first, clawed both 
his ankles, then got up walked all ever 
his body, giving his spikes a few extra 
twists with each step. 


Cobb’s Eratic Disposition Just 
the Opposite to “Wild Bill's” 


‘That put Ferris out of the game for 
the rest of the season and left bad 
blood between the two players, which 
trouble will probably be renewed at the 
first meeting next season. Cobb is young 
yet compared to old timers like Ferris, 
and his Southern blood will not stand 
for anything like an insult even though 
the other fellow may not mean one 
‘dvord of it and is only doing it to get 
the player fussed. ,Both players were in 
the wrong. Cébb should never have al- 
owed himself to pay a bit of attention 
‘ti Ferris and then the joke would have 
Been on Hobe. Ferris should never have 
_ Yeade such remarks even in a joking 

‘Manner, for it is not good sportsman- 
ship to win ball games by getting the 
‘other team rattled. 

. Imagine ‘Wild Bill” Donovan getting 
excited over any remarks his opponents 
might make from the side lines. ‘Wild 
Bin" would smile through it all and 
‘would have more fun out of it than the 
opposing man. He is the.type of player 
«who knows that no player means what 
he says on the ball field under such 
conditions. If the remarks would be 
addressed te him in the hotel in a per- 
ponal way, “Wild Bill” would be as 

to fight as Cobb, but he’s too 
wise to allow anything to throw him off 
iis stride while in the game. 

' “Muggsy"” McGraw has put more 





young fellows out of the business than 
any other man in the game today. He 
has a tongue that can spin off remarks 
that would even go into the family af- 
fairs of the man he is after, and it takes 
one with bravery to stand up and lis- 
ten to them with a smile on his face. 

It was said that in Philadelphia Mc- 
Graw worked on the coaching lines 
every day that Coveleski pitched against 
the Giants and tried everything he 
knew to get the Hungarian rattled. 
But it was of no avail, because the for- 
eigner didn’t understand half of the 
remarks he made. The Giants beat him 
one day and a Philadelphia fan who 
attended the game that day said that 
McGraw had something written in the 
foreign language about Coveleski and 
handed it to him in the early part of the 
game. No one ever knew what the 
message was, but it put Coveleski in 
such a nervous state that he couldn’t 
pitch in form at all.

DR. KING 
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Critic of French Collars Proves 
the American Make Will Stand 
Twice as Many Washings. 





NEW YORK, Oct. &.~—Two worn and 
frayed collars, but immaculate withal, 


have just been forwarded to Lazard Fre- 
res, the Paris bankers, for Prince Helie 
de Sagan, the second husband of Mrs. 
Anna Gould. 

The carefully sealed and stamped 
package was intrusted to the registered 
mail by ‘William H. Ingraham, head 
laundryman of the St. Regis Hotel. 
And this is the whyforce. 

When Prince de Sagan came to New 
York dui: .g his spectacular courtship of 
Mme. Gould, he was for three days a 
guest of the St, Regis Hotel, and while 

re sent some linen to the laundry. It 
does not appear whether or not the 
Prince was “traveling light,’’ but when 
his freshly laundered linen was returned 
and he found that three of his collars 
had been broken he flew into a great 
rage and sent for the head laundry- 
man. 

“Why were my collars broken?’ he 
asked. : ' 

“Because they were no good,” re- 


-sponded the head laundryman. 


“No good?’ almost shrieked the 

Prince. “Why, they were made for me 
by my haberdasher in Paris, the best in 
all France.” 
. “That's just where you made a mis- 
take,”’ said Ingraham. “Why don’t you 
buy American collars? They are the 
best in the world and will outlast two 
of your foreign collars.” 

The Prince cooled down and showed 
great interest in the statements of the 
laundry man. The upshot of the af- 
fair was that he entered into an agree- 
men to buy a new American-made col- 
lar and put a new one of his foreign col- 
lars into the hands of the laundryman 
and that as a test they should be washed 
and ironed again and again until they 
were no longer fit for wear.

Messages received by the Post-Dis- 
patch, additional to those received and 
printed a few days ago, bear further 
testimony to the advantages of natural 
gas, as demonstrated by experience. The 
mayors of Toledo, O. Columbus, O., and 
Buffalo, N. Y., in answer to questions 
telegraphed to them, tell of the cheap- 
ness and usefulness of natural gas in 
their cities in the following telegrams: 

By BRAND WHITLOCK, 
Mayor of Toledo, Ohio. 

Received your wire of Saturday on my 
return to the office today. Natural gas 
is supplied to the consumers in the city 
of Toledo at a net rate of 35 cents per 
thousand cubic feet, the franchises 
granted to the Northwestern Ohio Nat- 
ural Gas Co. are perpetual. 

The service is generally safe, although 
occasionally a break in the mains re- 
sulting from a storm or a washout, 
causes annoyance, difficulty and per- 
haps suffering in the winter. These 
breaks, however, are unusual and are 
nearly always repaired within 24 hours. 

Natural gas is used to some extent in 
Toledo for manufacturing purposes, but 
I understand that in such cases a spe- 
cial contract rate is made te consumers. 

Your question, ‘‘What is the average 
percentage of reduction in bills since 
natural gas was installed,’’ I do not 
clearly undersiand. Artificial, which 
was used in Toledo before natural gas 
was installed, costs now 70 cents net 
per thousand cubic feet when used for 
fuel purposes, and 95 cents net per thou- 
sand when used for lighting. 

Toledo, at one time, owned and operat- 
ed a municipal plant, furnishing natal 
gas to the people of the city. This plant 
was’ not altogether successful, because 
the field from which the city acquired 
its supply became exhausted and the 
new fields had all been leased and ac- 
quired by private corporations before 
the city could acquire them, as the city 
had first to advertise for several weeks 
its intention to acquire new gas prop- 
erties. 

Toledo was benefited, however, by its 
experience in the municipal ownership 
and operation of a natural Hist plant, 
as the rate has been lower fol’ a great 
many years in Toledo than anywhere 
else, and it is only about two years 
since the rate was raised from 2% to 35 
cents per thousand feet,

of Columbus has always proven satis- 
factory and has always been regarded 
as superior to manufactured gus for 

most purposes. 

y No complaint, even in mid-winter, hes 
been made against natural gas service 
in the city of Columbus. Our rate, 30 
cents per 1000, with 10 per cent discount, 
is regarded as a cheap enough rate for 
manufacturing purposes.

Three Wards in Revolt. 

During a conference with» Democratic 
lieutenants of Walsh and Morrissey at 
a@ downtown cafe, Kratz declared that 
the Ninth, Tenth and Twelfth wards are 
in open revolt against Chairman Howe's 
Republican organization. 

Kratz predicted that these Republican 
strongholds would give decisive ma- 
jorities to Walsh and Morrissey. 

He felt so confident of this, he said, 
that he has laid several wagers to the 
effect..that at least two men on the 
Democratic ticket would be elected. 

He expressed a preference also for 
one of the Democratic candidates for 
Circuit Judge, but pointed out that his 
friends were interested more in the 
Walsh and Morrissey candidacies. 

Kratz Makes a Bet. 

Somebody offered to bet Kratz that 
the entire Republican city ticket will 
win. 

“I'll bet $2 against $i on that proposi- 
tion and you can go as far as you like,”’ 
said Kratz. 

A bet of $50 to $100 was placed, Kratz 
taking the long end. 

There has been disaffection among the 
Kratz contingent ever since the Kratz 
candidate for the City Counoll was de- 
feated two years ago. 

The Kratz men charged that their 
favorite was knifed by the Howe forces. 
Howe Denied “Knifing.”

Chairman Howe of the Republican 
City Committee admitted having been 
informed of a “Kratz conspiracy" to 
hurt the Republican ticket, but refused 
to go into details.

Sergeant Steer Paroled on 
Promise to Return Next 
Spring to Be Married. 





Sergt. Charles Steer, U. S. A., veteran 
of frontier and Oriental campaigns, 
wounded and taken captive in a love 
skirmish at Freeport, Ill., has returned 
to Jefferson Barracks under parole. His 
release is conditioned on his promise to 
return to Freeport in the spring and be 
then and there married to Miss Emma 
Nitzel, his captor 

Sergt. Speer has a record of 28 years 
in the service and he has fought Indians 
and Filipinos and seen all kinds of hard 
campaigning, but he has never been 
wounded or captured until now. 

As long as he stayed on the firing line 
and in other places of exposure and dan- 
ger he was safe, but when he took a 
four months’ furlough and went on a 
peaceful mission to Freeport, which was 
supposed to be out of the danger zone, 
he was ambushed by the smile of a 
pretty girl and impaled on one of Capt. 
Cupid’s darts. 

Courtship Was Short, 

Until he went to Freeport he had 
never heard of Miss Emma Nitzel. He 
was visiting relatives there. They met 
and he capitulated. Their engagement 
was announced just before he returned 
to the Barracks. He confirmed it Fri- 
day at the Barracks and said the wed- 
ding would be in the spring. He will 
serve two more years in the army and 
will then be eligible to retire on a pen- 
sion. 

Sergt. Steer is 44 years old. He has 
not been in the army 28 years as civilians 
count years. He served several years 
in the Philippines and service there 
counts double.. For every year he served 
there he was credited with two 

He first enlisted May 22, 188, in New 
York, and was sent to Jefferson Bar- 
racks. After four months he was sent 
to Fort McGinness, Mont., as a member 
of the First United States Cavalry. 

During his five years’ service there he 
campaigned against the Crow Indians 
and was in one battle in which several 
companies were pitted against 1200 In- 
dians in the -Little Big Horn Valley. 
The Indians were under the leadership 
of Chief Wrap-Up-His-Tail, 
compelled to flee after 45 of the Indians 
had been killed. 

Speer was at Fort Walla Walla, 
Wash., from 1890 to 1898, during which he 
took part in troubles with the miners 
who struck in 18%. He went to the Phil- 
ippines in 1898 He was at Honolulu 
when Hawaii was annexed and served in 
lifferent parts of the Philippines. He 
came back to the United States in 1901, 
but returned to the Philippines in 1903 
and. remained until August, 1906. Since 
then he has been at Fort Sill, Ok., and 
at Jefferson Barracks.

He did not 
return and I did not hear anything 
more from him directly. . 

“On Sept. 2 I saw in a newspaper the
